NE YORK. an tS 6.—Capt. 
Jesse L. Thompson, former prohi- 
bition administrator of New Jersey 
who was transferred at his own 
request to a Western district, is 
quoted in the current number of 
The Outlook as saying that it was 
impossible -for .him to stop boot- 
legging in New Jersey because he 
“couldn't get past the higher ups.”’ 

Of 16 agents under him, he said 
he could trust only three.

to that, certain emoluments and 
remuneration.”’ 

Thompson wrote Commissioner 
Haynes that agents were used by 
political parties as a “lever” to 
collect campaign funds, that they 
destroyed evidence, gave warning 
of impending raids and aided in 
beer shipments. He said he asked 
the dismissal of these men but 
nothing was done.

ITS TOTAL VALUE 
NOT ESTIMATED 


After Death of Chief Heirs, 
Washington and St. Louis 
U. Share Equally—$127,- 
000 in Direct Bequests. 


Washington University and St. 
Louis University are named in the 
will of John F. Lee, filed today, as 
ultimate recipients of a large sum 
from the estate of the bachelor 
lawyer and clubman, who had va- 
ried business, educational and 


philanthropic interests, 

The will makes specific bequests 
to relatives of $38.500, to friends 
of $32,500 ang to employes of $56,- 
500, a total of $127,500, besides 
providing for a $10,000 annuity for 


Mr. .Lee’s sister, Mrs. Anne Lee 
Harris. of Leesburg, Va. 

It then states that the residue 
of the estate shall furnish an in- 
come to Mr. Lee’s brother, William 
H. Lee, and his sister, Mrs. Harris, 
during their lifetimes; and shall 
thereafter be divided equally _ be- 
tween Washington and St. Louis 
Universities, for educational pur- 
poses. 

The amount which will go to the 
universities will not be known until 
an inventory of the estate is com- 
pleted, and Charles “M. Polk, attor- 
ney who filed the will, said the 
could make no estimate. Those fa- 
miliar with Mr. Lee's affairs believe 
the residue will be a substantial 
sum. 

Brother Renounces Claim. 

A renunciation by William H. 
Lee, director and former president 
of the Merchants-Laclede National 
Bank, .of the life interest conveyed 
to him in the residue of his broth- 
er’s estate, was filed with the will. 
William H. Lee directs that his 
share of the income from the resi- 
due be divided among seven of 
his own children and grandchil- 
dren, who are also named as 
heirs in John F. Lee’s will. 

The sister, Anne Lee Harris, will 
retain her one-half of the income 
from the residue., Attorney Polk 
understands that William H. Lee’s 
conveyance of his share of the 
income to the other heirs is effec- 
tive only during William H. Lee’s 
lifetime, and that after the death 
of William H. Lee and Mrs. Harris 
the bequest to the universities will 
become effective. 

The list of bequests begins with 
$1000 each to the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, 2400 South Grand boule- 
vard; Sisters of the Good Shep- 
‘herd, 3801 Gravois avenue; Proyi- 
dent Association; and. 8t. Louis 
Mullanphy Hospital. 

It is then directed that the sis- 
ter, Mrs. Harris, shall heceive an 
annuity of $10,000. No trust fund 
is provided for this purpose, and 
the annuity appears to be pavable 
directly from the . estate,

OUR SOOT EXCELS 
BOTH IN WATER AND 
SULPHUROUS ‘ACID 


Chemist Gives Complete List 
of Ingredients of St. Louis 
Chimney Product. 


Analysis of a sample of typical 
St. Louis soot, a twin of the smoke 
evil, showed it contained 5.98 per 
cent of sulphurous acid. Victor J. 
Azbe, a consulting engineer and 


chairman of the Technical Commit- ’ 


tee of the Citizens’ Smoke Abate- 
ment League, who had the anal- 
ysis made by A. E, Goldstein, as- 
sistant professor of chemistry of 
Washington University, said this 
was twice as much sulphurous acid 
as in thé soot of any other Ameri- 
can city. 

Sulphurous acid, he explained, is: 
detrimental to health, more than 
other constituents of soot, because 
of its corrosive and irritant action 
on the nose and throaf, and it 
cauSes corrosion of metal and de- 
struction of interior Reoorations of 
buildings. 

The analysis was made to de- 
termine poisonous coystituents of 
St. Louis soot. It showed about 1 
per cent of sulphur dioxide, which 
is irritating; about two-tenths per 
cent of hydrogen sulphide; about 
01 per cent of arsenic, all these 
substances. being harmful to hu- 
man beings in proportion to the 
amount absorbed, and a negligible 
amount of carbolic acid. The 
chemist was surprised to find that 
20.29 per cent of the sample’s con- 
tent was water soluble, a high pro- 


portion. The sample was obtained 
at the league’s furnace firing 
school, Olive Street road and Ho- 


diamont avenue.

NEW AUTOMATIC FOG SIGNAL

Invention of Dr. F. A. Kolster Per- 
mits Courses to’ Be Traced by 
Radio Compass.

Henry Hoch’s Neck and 
Back Broken When Truck 
He Is Driving Is Hit by 
Fast Train. 


ACCIDENT OCCURS 
IN WEBSTER GROVES 


Ernest Lindemann in Hos- 
pital in Serious. Condition 
With Fractured £':ull and 
Internal Injuries. 


Henry Hoch, 87 years old, a 
dairyman, was killed, and his cousin 
Ernest Lindemann, 88, a shoe- 
worker, seriously injured yester- 
day when a smal! truck on which 


they were riding was wrecked by 


the “Texas Spectal,” fast Frisco 
passenger train, at the Elm avenue 
crossing in Webster Groves. 

Hoch, completing his morning 
milk delivery, assisted by Linde- 
mann, approached the _ crossing 
from the south at 10:55 a. m., ac- 
cording to witnesses, and drove 
directly in the path of the train, 
although there fs a clear view of 
the track In both directions at that 
point. 

The truck was struck in the cen- 
ter by the speeding train and tossed 
80 feet down the track and to one 
side. Hoch’s body was found 20 
feet farther, apparently having 
gone through the windshield of 
the truck. His neck and back had 
been broken. : 

Lindemann, thrown from tbe 
truck nearer the crossing, was tak- 
en to Bethesda Memorial] Hospital. 
with a fractured skull and interna! 
injuries. He was unconscious. 

The train was brought to a stop 
@ mile from the crossing by the 
engineer, C. W. Shank, who re- 
turned to the scene with other 
trainmen before proceeding to 
Union Station. 

There is a warning bel], but no 
safety gates, at this crossing. The 
bell was found to be in operation 
when the train was hacked to the 
crossing after the accident. The 
crossing is describec as “open” be- 
cause of the view of the right-of- 
way afforded. 

Hoch operated a dairy at Man- 
chester and Collins roads. He is 
survived by his wife. Lindemann 
resides at 4140A Manchester ave- 
nue with his wife and 8-year-old 
daughter.

minutes after George Galligan re- 
tired as Sheriff of Williamson 
County today, he was placed un- 
der arrest by Sheriff Oran Ceole- 


man, his successor, on & charge 
of murder, an outgrowth of the 
Ku Klux Klan strife in 1924, sworn 
to by Mrs. Charles Wollard of 
Herrin. 

The arrest, however, 15 deplored 
by klansmen and they avow no 
connection whatever with the ar- 
rest. 

On Aug. 30, 1924, six men were 
killed in a fight at the Smith ga- 
rage in Herrin and a grand jury 
investigating the case indicted 
George Galligan, the late Ora 
Thomas and John Mezo. for the 
murder of Chester Reed and Otto 
Rolland, but no one was named 
for the murder of Wollard. State’s 
Attorney Boswell said this morn- 
ing that “Mrs. Wollard appeared 
before that grana jury and while 
I do not remember her testimony, 
I would judge from the failure to 
indict Galligan for her husband's 
death that he was not named be- 
fore the grand jury.” 

In an effart to bring peace to 
the county all indictments against 
both klansmen and antiklansmen 
for the affair were nolle prossed. 


This was done after a conference 


with State authorities and after 
repeated conferences with mem- 
bers of both factions in the strife. 
It was also agreed that there would 
be no further prosecutions on either 
side. 

The warrant was sworn to by 
\frs. Wollard in Herrin Saturday 
hefore Justice of the Peace Davis. 
It was served by Sheriff Coleman. 
and his new deputies, Joe Schafer 
and Brady Jenkins, were with him 
The other new deputy, Arlie Sinks, 
did not accompany him. Bond was 
fixed at $5000. This bond merely 
holds Galligan to await the action 
of the next grand jury.
